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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims 8-20 drawn to an invention nonelected without 
traverse in Paper No. 1/3/05. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fujikawa et 
al.(US 6,158,590). 

Fujikawa et al. disclose a component package comprising partitioned container 
17 with slots; protective polyethylene bags 2 having upper (above opening seal 3 with 
opposing extensions) and lower 1 portions; chassis 30; see figures 1a, 1b, and 3. The 
upper portions above seal 3 are considered rectangular blocks, which extend from the 
lower portions. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Volckening 
(US 2,801 ,002). 
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Volckening disclose a component package comprising partitioned container 20 
with slots 37; protective bag 27 having upper 34 and lower 33 portions; chassis 31 ; see 
figures 1-5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fujikawa et 
al. (US 6,158,590) in view of Chenoweth (US 6,076,681 ). 

Fujikawa does not disclose triangular shaped openings however in a similar 
component carrier system Chenoweth teaches triangular shaped openings 51-54 in wall 
14. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include the teachings of Chenoweth in the modified invention to 
Fujikawa in order to provide relief. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 3/23/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. During patent examination, the claims are given the broadest 
reasonable 

interpretation consistent with the specification. See In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 44 
USPQ2d 1023 (Fed. Cir. 1997). See MPEP § 904.1. The limitation of at least one 
opening associated with the lower portion operable to pass air is anticipated. The 
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position is taken by the examiner is that while an opening to a pocket of a bag/envelope 
etc. is in the open or unsealed position, the opening is operable to pass air. 

Fujikawa discloses lower portion 1 associated with operable opening at seal 3 
(ie. Fujikawa discusses evacuating air when the portion is open; see column 7, lines 7- 
23). Similarly, lower portions 33 of the invention to Volckening have an opening to 
receive top panel 34 (also capable of passing air); see figures 5 and 6.
